CRIMES ARE SAME.' 


The murders committed by men like 
the McNamaras, although nominally in 
the Interest of" organized labor, differ 
not one whit ln'--mo.ral culpability from 
those committed;by the black hand, or 
by any hand of mere cutthroats and are 
fraught with an infinitely heavier menace 
to society. Yet, great though the men- 
ace is 'to the community, the menace to 
the cause of honest organized labor -is 
Etill greater, and no duty Is mere- Im- 
peratively laid on the leaders of labor 
than 'the duty ,of affirmatively 
freeing 
themselves and their followers from the 
taint of responsibility for such criminals 
and such crimes. 
"The labor leaders who by their loud 
championship of the 
McNamaras — as 
previously of Moyer and Haywood — have 
succeeded . hi identifying them with the 
cause of labor In-the-.eyes of tha public, 
have rendered an evil service to that 
cause.

BOAST OF TRIAL. 


"Mr. Debs and the..extremists of his 
type among '-the so-called political so- 
cialists—I say' so-called, because 
Debs 
and his followers of the Emma Goldman 
kind ara not socialists at all in any true 
sense of the.word, but mere incitera to 
murder, and preaches of applied anar- 
chy — and the" labor leaders' affiliated 
with them, have always boasted of the 
part they played in the trial of Moyer 
and Heywqpd and in this-case they re- 
peated theirs familiar tactics, and held 
mass meetings and scattered broadcast 
•papers and addresses In which they fu-

Cofion Prices and Crop Diversification. 


The Southern cotton-growers propose to curtail production by 


an agreement to reduce the acreage planted to cotton by 25 per cent. 
'.They have been moved to this action by the discovery that the Jaig 
icrop of this year will bring less money than the short crop of last 
year. They prefer a short crop and big prices to a big crop and low 
•prices. 


Putting aside the legality of the proposal to curtail the cotton 


'crop by concert of action, we have no doubt that Southern agricul- 
iture would be greatly advantaged if the Southern farmers; were to 
'iplant a smaller area to cotton and more to corn, forage crops and 
small grains. If they -would diversify .their crops more, and place 
jless dependence on cotton they would be better off in-the long run. 
IThey would get better prices for their .cotton and be, independent 
of other sections for their food supply. If.they would raise more 
3iogs and,,cattle and corn and 'hay and potatoes they would not be 
'So concerned about the price of cotton. 


: 
Because cotton is a ready-money crop it is a very attractive one. 


JB'at it has been cultivated to such an extent that the growing of 
Ifood crops has been neglected.. Southern agriculture'has suffered 
!in consequence. In some sections the growing of corn, forage and 
(small grains almost ceased. All.the available land and all the en- 
iergy of the farmers were devoted to the production of cotton. When 
jthe price of-that staple'fell .below-the, cost of production there was 
general 'depression and business dislocation in the South.

DISCIPLINE FOR HIS VOTE. 


"1 am against the reappointmant of 
Ealston," said Works, ''and. will see the 
thing through. I don't know of any other 
candidate, but will oppose Ralston for va- 
rious reasons. 
If necessary I will carry 
the fight to the point of opposing his 
confirmation on the floor of the senate." 
The opposition of Works Is understood 
to be due ."wholly to his understand- 
ing that Balaton voted the Democratic 
ticket and against Johnson for governor. 
It is pointed out that Ralston announced 
in San Francisco that he would voto for 
tho Democratic candidate for governor 
and the statements attributed to him at 
that time are being used by Works in an 
effort to obtain the support of all the in- 
surffema in the senate to the movement 
to oppose the confirmation of the sub- 
Ireasurar.

lutionary army Is now in a position to 
enforce .the Republic's terms. A portion 
Of the text of General Li's message Is 
given as follows: 


"Hostilities will be renewed .at once 


unless Tank Sho Yal,; Republican and the 
Imperial government at the- peace con- 
ference in Shanghai agrees to tha Im- 
mediate abdication of. tho Manehu oni- 
peror and recognition of the Republic. I 
have an army of 60,000 veterans, well 
equipped with arms and ammunition, and 
can be In Peking in ten days If our terms 
are refused."

The Republic's representative -was fur- 
ther informed, the advices, 'state, that the. 
banishment of .the Manchu nobles to the- 
Hot river in Manchuria must be insisted 
upon. General Lo .also stated that with 
tha. exception of. tho recognition of the 
monarchy, as asked by.Tank Sho Yal,,the 
proposals 'of the Imperialists as to the 
constitutional and other . reforms wera 
satisfactory to the revolutionary leaders.

The Civil War Fighter Long at 


Yerba Buena Island;' 
Sees Salmon School. 


Time agaJn has claimed one of the 


United- States' big ships as a victim for 
the junk pile, the latest discard being the 
frigate Pensacola, used for years as a 
training ship at Terba Buena. Tha Pen- 
sacola will give way to the second line 
protected cruiser St. Louis, at present on 
its way from the eastern fleet The St. 
Louis was one of the first'line of cruisers, 
but has been relegated to the second; class. 


Several weeks, ago, the naval board or- 


dered the famous: old 'frigate sold *for Junk, 
as the quarters on 'her were becoming 
cramped and unhygienic,'and today news 
arrived of the sailing of the'St. Louis "fo 
take the place . of .the Pensacola. 
The 
Pensacola has seen many years-of service 
and has figured .in.many incidents, .both 
before .and after. the ' civil, war, .She was 
built in 1858 .at Pensacola. and - upon her 
launching was made a .part. ,of Admiral 
Farragut's squadron on. the, lower Missis- 
sippi. 
During, the war she successfully 


passed .the forts of • Jackson and St. Phil- 
lips and participated' In. the battle of New 
Orleans. At the close of. tha civil war she 
was used as. a receiving ship aft New Or- 
leans until ' April,' 1862, when she was 
transferred 
to 'service on the Pacific. 


From 1885 to 1887 she was used as the 
flagship of the Mediterranean fleet under 
the command of Captain, now Admiral, 
Qeorga Dewey. Later she was sent on a 
scientific expedition to the South-Atlantic 
arid then returned to this side. After a 
few months' cruii-Jng.about the Pacific she 
was.laid at Terba Buena, where she was 
converted into a receiving: ship.

Upon the arrival..of the St. Louis the 
Pensacola will be sent to Mare island and 
sold to the highest bidder. Rear Admiral 
C. B. T. Moore, "whose quarters are at 
present on board the old Pensacola, will 
then hoist his flag over the St. Louis.

The 
bill was denied and later she offered what 
purported to be .a second will, dated Au- 
gust 1, 1910, for probate.

Proceedings in the 
matter were stopped by the nephew who 
set forth that the will presented by Miss 


•rlfflth was'a forgery.' Attorney Edward 


R. Eliasser^ prosecuted'the case and hand- 
writing experts testified that the will had 
not been drawn by McManus. 


Miss Griffith lives at 1S24 Goss street.

, NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—There was a mild sensation in-base-

It appears that just before Ban John- 
son left for the west yesterday he and 
Chairman Herrmann of the 
National 
Commission met to consider Intormally 
the new classification and rating- of the 
new International league', the 
Pacific 
Coast league and the American associa- 
tion. 
It is said Secretary Farrell 
excused 
himself from appearing before tho com- 
mission on the ground that he coulfl not 
leave ihe work of the board. 
Johnson 
and Herrmann, therefore,. could not take 
up the matter and they postponed it. un- 
til next week, when the commission.will 
met In Cincinnati, 
Ewing -was 
very 
much disappointed over this action -and 
tendered his resignation to the", arbitra- 
tion board. 
Ewing says he will go to Cincinnati 
and work individually for the hfsrher rat- 
ing of these leagues, 
but will not act 
again as a member of the board of ar- 
bitration. 
The American league's 
'declaration of 
war" was pigeon-holed for at least two 
months, and probably for all time, by 
the National, league. 
It was "not even 
seriously considered, President 
Lynch 
said at the close of tha session. None 
of tho magnates could decipher Its pur- 
port, so they tabled it.

In the final session of the three, flay 
meeting:, the National league' adopted" two 
resolutions, one calling upon the States 
and cities on the circuit 'to make ticket 
scalping Dunishable- by' fine 
and Im- 
prisonment: the other declaring war on 
baseball pools and offering $100 reward 
for the conviction of. persons gambling 
on the game.
